Even Jefferson Would Be Stalled 


Thomas Jefferson, like Holy Scripture, is drawn upon for 


many a quotation in political debates. A century and a half 
ago he wrote this famous definition of good government: 


-® 
"A wise and frugal government 


which shall restrain men from in- 
juring one .'mother, which slmll 
leave them free otherwise to re- 
gulate their own pursuits of in- 
dustry and improvement, and shall 
not take from the mouth of labor 
the bread it has earned—(his is the 
sum of good government." 
It's a fine definition. 
The only trouble is: It was written 


a century and a half ago. 


And when a century and a half has 


intervened one must consider 
the 


spirit rut her than the letter of a 
definition. 


Consider, for a moment, what dis- 


turbing facts have oomc upon the 
American scene since Jefferson wrote 
hio definition. A relatively small and 
harmless country, ignored by Europe 
and Asia, has risen to the heights 
of fame—rich enough to be envied 
by foreign nations, powerful enough

Jefferson's phrase "to restrain men 


from injuring one another" becomes, 
therefore, nn ambiguous one. Sure- 
ly national government has 
to be 


strengthened even at risk of civil 
rights in order to protect our own peo- 
ple from possible threat from abroad. 


And the small farming community 


that was the America of Jefferson's 
day has become in 1940 the world's 
most complex industrial civilization— 
and so the phrase "shall not take from 
the mouth of labor the bread it has 
earned" becomes a clanging cymbal 
of dispute. 


Jefferson remains the great definer 


of democracy. But as we grow older 
we look more to his spirit than to 
his words—for his words take on, 
after a century and n half, the aloof- 
ness of Scripture,

Adolf Hitler 
Has Two-Fold 
Winter Plan 


French May Sign 
New Peace; But 
Spain Not to 
Enter War 


Hy Hie Associated Press 


Adolf Hitler was reported to be 


aiming Thursday to break the .shack- 
lc.i of the British blockade by shift- 
inR the main theater of war to the 
Mediterranean and attacking Britain's 
"life-line" trade route in the South 
Atlantic. 


The German fuehrer is said to be 


planning a two-fold winter strategy: 


1. To hnve Italy and Spain attempt 


to seize Britain's historic rock fort- 
ress Gibraltar and crush British sea 
power in the Mediterranean. 


2. At the same time, Germany and 


Spain would smash at the British 
trade route to South America and 
her sea link with India via the Cape 
of Good Hope, using Spanish ports 
and airfields in the Atlantic and the 
Canary Islands, as bases. 


Informed Frcncli sources .said that 


Hitler and the French Vice-Premier 
Laval, in secret conversations in the 
last 48 hours, had virtually sealed an 
agreement whereby the Vitchy govern- 
ment of vanquished France would 
give the Rome-Berlin Axis use of na- 


• val and air bases in Africa and Syria, 
and unoccupied France in return for 
certain concessions. 


As a reward, the sources said, Ger- 


many would release nil French war 
prisoners—estimated at 2,000,000 men 
—and move the frontier of unoccup- 
ied France north from the present 
Tours-Swiss border line to the Seine 
river. 


French Head to faris 


BERN — (/P)— Marshall Pctain, chief 


of the state of France, left Vichy 
Thursday, according to word reaching 
diplomatic sources here, to go to Paris 
where it is believed he would sign 
a new French-German agreement sup- 
erseding the existing armistice now 
in accord. 


He was accompanied by several aid- 


es, including the minister of justice, 
the reports said. 


Spain Won't Enter War 


BERLIN-(/P)—Informed 
circles 
in 


Berlin said Thursday night that Ger- 
many has a complete understanding of 
the strategic and economic position of 
Spain as the result of her civil war 
and that it was too much to expect 
of Spain to join the war agiiinst 
England—at least at the present. 


Authorised 
German 
sorces de- 


clined to comment directly on the re- 
sult's of Hitlers meeting Wednesday 
with Generalissimo France but said 
cryptically that events now trans- 
piring on the continent added proof 
that Britain, "father of the encircle- 
ment idea," is now encircled. 


Charge Rcarmumcnt Mask 


ROME—(/!>)—An authoritative Fas- 


cist commentator defined the Rome- 
Berlin attitude toward 
the United 


States as one of "non-belligerency" 
Thursday and another charged that 
the United States rearmament effort 
is but a mask for a imperialistic pro- 
gram. 


Mario Appclius, military commen- 


tator for Mussolini's newspaper, ex- 
plained that the Axis is "limiting" it- 
self to "non-belligerency" toward the 
United States because of "categorical 
imperatives." 


Virginio Gayclo, authoritative Fas- 


cist editor, said Mat United States im- 
perialism had widened from "dollar 
imperialism" to "political and military 
monopoly of positions and bases shown 
in the ever 
vaster 
constellations 


around the starry republic." 


Raids on London 


LONDON—(/D—Heavy formations of 


German planes made short and re- 
peated stabs at London shrouded in 
thick and chill weather Thursday but 
succeeded only in dropping bombs on 
rural areas. Observers reported that 
large groups of raiders crossed the 
southeast coast Thursday 
afternoon, 


most of them obscured by clouds, and 
heading in the direction of London. 


The approach of planes caused the 


second air raid alarm of the day 
in London. 


New German-French Deal 


BERN, Switzerland —(/P)— A pro 


posed new French - German agree 
ment, giving the Axis powers air and 
naval bases in all France and the 
French empire and providing for use 
of the French fleet in defending them 
against Britain, was reported Thurs- 
day night to bp in the hands of the 
Fclain government at Vichy. 


Reports from Vichy indicated that 


Marshal Pctain may go to Paris soon

Smith Deplores 
Egg-Throwers 


Blames Roosevelt 
for Attacks on 
Willkie 


NEW YORK -(XT)- Alfred E. Smith 


former Democratic governor of New 
York, said Wednesday night recent 
egg assaults on Wendell Willkie and 
his wife constituted an "appeal to 
bigotry", and he charged President 
Roosevelt was "the greatest offend^ 
er." 


"Tell me," Smith demanded of a 


large Brooklyn audience of Demo- 
crats for Willkie, "tell me what's hap- 
pened to the country that a lovely 
American lady like Mrs. Willkie, and 
her husband, on a crusade to save 
this country, arc spattered with eggs? 
I'll tell you what it is: It is appeals 
to bigotry—to setting up class against 
class—and the chie fapostle, the man 
in the White House is himself the 
greatest offender." 


Smith, nominated for the presi- 


dency in 1928 by the mnn he now is 
opposing for a third term, received a 
tremendous ovation as he walked on 
the stage to deliver his first campaign 
address for the Republican candidate. 


After a conference with Willkie, 


Smith told reporters "war is the im- 
portant issue" in the presidential cam- 
paign. He said ho shared "a general 
belief among people that the New 
Deal Js trying to .get us- into.rwar!"

TEXARKANA — After printing the 


first edition of the Texarkana Daily 
News, members of the stercotypers 
and pressmen's newly organized un- 
ion walked out Wednesday. 


Al Hunter, American Federation of 


Labor representative from Dallas, said 
the management of the News and Tcx- 
arkana Gazette had refused to sign a 
contract with the union. 


The final edition, which makes the 


Texarkana home delivery in the city, 
did not go to press. 


The management posted a notice 


saying there would be no paper until 
arrangements can be made for its pub- 
lication. 


The newspaper management declar- 


ed it had not refused to sign a con- 
tract but had asked time for consulta- 
tion and consideration. It expressed 
willingness to negotiate with the re- 
presentative of the union as soon as 
the newspaper's own representative 
can be brought to Texarkana. The only 
response was an ultimatum that a 
contract must be signed immediately 
or a strike will be called, it was 
said.

Tourists Visit 
U. S. Monuments 


Lincoln's Pocks 
Them in More 
Than Others 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON - Just what im- 


pels tourists to lour the way they do 
is a mystery that no authority that 
t have been able to find here wants 
to tackle. But that the ways of the 
tourist arc strange Is 
a. certain- 


ty. 


That much is proved by a survey of 


the National Park service on com- 
parative travel for the 11 months end- 
ing September 1 and just released. 
I put the puzzle up to the personnel 
of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, supposed to know all there is 
to know about touring, but they said 
they would have to, pass the buck. 
They couldn't explain what goes on 
in a tourist's mind. If you want to 
try to make something of it, here 
are some facts and figures. 


For example, the most popular toiir- 


ist spot in America today is the Lin- 
coln Memorial. For sometime now, its 
popularity has been sneaking up and 
ahead of the Washington Monument's. 
This year, the Memorial to the rail- 
pplittcr President put the 555-fott mar- 
ble obelisk in the shade. The park 
service found that 1,357,286 persons 
passed through the fluted colonnades 
of the Memorial in the 11-month per- 
iod, 
while only 843,713 visited the 


Monument. 


Visitors to the Monument were about 


the same as last year, but for some 
reason the number of those who 
went in to gaze at the Daniel Chester 
French statue of the Great Emanci- 
pator increased nearly 400,000. 


Statue of Liberty Loses 


While you arc working on the 


whys of this, add the fact that in. 
New York harbor, that mecca of tour- 
ists for generations, the Statue of Lib- 
erty attracted only 330,076 and this 
during World's Fair time, too. The 
Statute of Liberty did a bit of a 
nose dive in popularity, drawing about 
40,000 fewer unofficial inspectors than 
a year ago. 


And if you arc not confused enough 


now, 
lake into consideration that of 


the memorials that the park service 
keeps a check on, the least popular 
was the house where Lincoln died, 
only about 13,000 persons visiting that 
spot in the 11 monlhs. 


Gettysburg • Tops 


Of the military parks, battlefields 


and cemeteries, Gettysburg was tops, 
with more than half a million visitors, 
but the supposedly much lesser known 
Chickamauga-Chattanooga battle site 
war a respectably close second, with 
416,774 visitors. 


When anybody mentions national 


parks to me, I always think of Yel- 
lowstone and Yosemite. But they are 
only fourth and fifth on the list 
respectively with less than half a 
million visitors. Shenandoah had near- 
ly 777,000; Great Smoky Mountains had 
745,000 Rocky Mountain National park, 
565,000. .The Grand Canyon-was well 
down the list. Only 328,307 persons 
stopped there. 


Visiting all areas in the period check- 


ed by the park service were about a 
million more persons than last year, 
a fact attributed to the war, which 
not only has stopped travel abroad 
but. has had some bearing on South 
American travel and travel to the 
Caribbean. The battle of the British 
with the Graf Spec caused a kink 
in South American travel and ru- 
mbrs of submarine activity and the 
presence of British and French war- 
ships in the Caribbean slowed Dungs 
up there.

LOS ANGELES — Amateur shop- 


lifters, many of them women of good 
familly, cause retail stores just about 
as much trouble as professionals, says 
B. E. Simpson, superintendent of the 
Stores Protective association or this 
city. 


Between 50 and 75 detectives arc 


constantly at work here protecting 
department stores from 
shoplifting 


depredations. The holiday shopping 
season, when stores are crowded and 
clerks arc busy, is the time the 
detectives must be most on the alert. 


"Our amateur shoplifters are not 


poor people," says Simpson. "They 
arc people who sro living beyond 
their means, persons who believe they 


booming for a time, but the threat 
of a revolution as result of neither 
presidential candidate's willingness to 
concede he had lost apparently caus- 
ed a big change in plans on this side 
of the border.

Two«Wt«k Journey 


At Wanting, the real Burma road 


begins. It writhes, and weaves like 
a snake through 630 miles of jaggcred 
mountains and mile-deep gorges. Tor- 
rents, snow ice', and landslides ham- 
mer at it all the year round. Through- 
out the rainy season, just ending now, 
the road is impassable much of the 
time. Even m" good weather it takes 
a motor truck two weeks to make the 
650 miles—50 miles a day and the 
days are long. 


For more than 600 years the Burma 


road was a pack trail and in sections 
a rutted cart road. But. in 1937, when 
Ching Kai-Shek saw the need for 
opening what might be his last life- 
line to the south (he hasn't any other 
now but the 2,000-mile truck road in-

Claim Blitzkrieg Smashed 


LONDON —(if!— A great victory in 


a six-week-long aerial counter-offens- 
ive that smashed a full-dress Ger- 
man attempt at invasion was claimed 
officially by the British Wednesday. 


Through its News Service, the Air 


Ministry told the story—how British 
bombers had doggedly ridden the air 
over a 2,000-mile Nafci front, alter- 
nately attacking and observing, un- 
til the German invasion fleet had 
been dispersed at last and German 
invasion springboards had been wreck- 
ed from Narvik, Norway, to Bordeaux, 
far to the south in France. 


It was the first such sweeping suc- 


cess yet claimed against the peril 
that long has lain across the chan- 
nel, and it was accompanied by those 
other declarations intended to show 
that the Royal Air Force was develop- 
ing greatly: 


1. A claim, also made by the Air 


Ministry, that a fifth of all the Nazis' 
productive capacity for war had been 
affected by British bombs which night 
upon night have fallen from the far 
interior of Germany to .the German- 
held French coastline. 


2. Tho statement of Capt. Harold 


Balfour, the air undersecretary, that 
the position achieved by the air arm, 
however unspectacular it might seem, 
was "one of the great victories of the 
war.'"
